DN | Application made to them, by the Miniſters cf the Pregby- 
= k! tery ofEdinburgh, and ſeveral other Miniſters from other 
2 parts of this Kingdom, taking to their Conſideration the great 
LAY: important War wherein his Majeſty is neceſſarly ingaged, 
for the Defence of the True Reformed Religion, the ſafety 
&SC\rity of this and his other Kingdoms, and the Recovery and Eſtabliſn- 
ment of the Rights, Liberties and Peace of the reſt of Chriſtendom; ſo much 
at 
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at this time Inavded and Diſturbed, with the continual Hazards to which 
His Majeſties Sacred Perſon 1 thereby expoſed : As likeways the Dangers 
which do thence threaten this Kingdom, and all that can be dear to His 
Majeſties good Subjects therein, either as Chriſtians or Men, both by In- 
vaſion from Abroad, and the froward Diſſaffections, & reſtles Machinati- 
ons of evil aud unnatural Countrey-men at Homez And how much it is the 
Daty and Intereſt of all good Men, for theſe Caules, and on this Occaſion, 
to in plote the Mercy, Favour and Bleſſings of Almighty GOD, for preſer- 
ving His Majeſties Royal Perſcn, and DireQing, Aſliſting and Proſpering 
Him in al his Counſels aud Undertakings; and more eſpecially, that God 
would Countenance and Aſſiſt Him to the preſent War, give Him Succeſs to 
His Arms by Sea and Land, and D-feat all the Deſigns Counſels and Prattis 
ces of his ſecret and open Enemies, both at Home and Abroad, for the 
Preſervation ofthe True Proteſtant Religions ſecuting the Safety of theſe 
K ngdoms, and the happy reſtoring of the Peace of Europe: Therefore their 
Majeſties with the Advice and Couſent of the ſaids Kſtates of Parliament, 
Do hereby Command and Appoint, that a day of ſolemn Faſting & Humilia- 
tion,for making Prayers and Supplications to God for the ends above men- 
tioned, be religicuſly and ſtrictly obſerved by all perſons within this Kingdom 
both in Cl-u-ches and Meeting - houſes, upon the third Thurſday of this 
Month of May, and the third Thur/day of every Month thereatter, until in- 
timation of forbearance be made by the Lords of their Majefties Privy 
Ceuncil;4ad Ordainsall Miniſters to read theſe preſents publickly in their 
Congregations,a Sunday at leaſt before the ſaid firſt Day appointed for kee« 
ping the ſaid F aſt, and ſo forth a Sunday before each third Thurſday foreſaid 
during the ſpace above-mentioned: And their Majeſties with Conſent fore- 
ſaid, Ordains theſe preſents to be Printed and publiſhed at the Mercat-Croſs 
of Edinburgh, & remanent Mercat-croſles of the Head. burghs of the ſeveral 
Shires and Stewartries within this Kingdom, that none may pretend lano- 
raace,and that Copies be diſpatched in the uſual manner to the Sheriffs & 
Stewarts, Bail ies of Regalities, their Deputs,and Magiſtrats of Burghs aslikes 
wiſe to all Miniſters concerned, that they may ſeriouſly exhort all perſonsto 
a fincere and devout Obſervance of the Premiſſes; Certifying ſuch of the 
Lieges who ſhall not give due obedience, or who ſhal contemn or negle& 
the keeping and obſerving of the ſaids Days and Duties, that they ſhal 
be proceeded againſt, by F ining, not exceeding a hundred pounds 
Scots, toties quoties: And Warrands and Commands the Sheriffs, Stewarts of 
Stewartries, Lords and Baillies of Regalities, and their Deputs, Juſtices of 
Peace, Mgiſtrats of Burghs within their ſeveral Juriſdia ions, to proceed 
againſt the perſons guilty, and to exact the Fines accordingly, to be apply. 
ed, the one half to the Judge, the other halfto the poor of the Paroch; and 
Gertifyiog ſuch Miniſters as ſhall fail in their Duty, in not reading this Pro- 
clamation, and obſerving the Duties therein preſcribed, they ſhall be pro-. 
ceſſed before the Lords of their Majeſties Privy Council; And hereby re- 
quires all Sheriffs, Stewarts, Lords and Baillies of Regalities, and their 
Deputs, Juſtices of peace, Magiſtrats of Burgh$,and their Clerks, to make 
Report totheir Majeſties Privy Council, of theſe Miniſters who ſhal fail« 
zie of their Duty herein.

=, H E Eſtates of Parliament taking to their Conſideration, that 
in regard of the great and Imminent Dangers which threaten 
this Kingdom from Forraign and Inteſtine Diſaffection, and 
Deſigns of evil Men. There is a viſible neceſſity of more ſtand 
ding Forces, which require Additional Supplies to be raiſed 
for their Maintainance : Dd therefore humbly and chearfully for them- 
ſelves, and in Name of this Kingdom which they repreſcnt, make Offer to 
their Majeſties of a Supply, of ſeven hundred and fifty fix thouſand pounds 
Scots Money, extending to ten Months Cels, and a balf Month, and that os 
ver and above the ſeven MonthsCeſs and an half, yet remaining unuplit- 
ted of the Supply impoſed by the 6 A@, 2 Se, of this current. Parliament 
Dated 7 of June 1650, Which new Supply, is to be raiſed and uplifted out 
of the Land- rent of this Kingdom, in the ſeme manner, and conform to 
the Proportions of the Shires and Burghs, contained in the ſaid AR of 
Parliament, and to be payed in three parts, each third Part anſwering to 
three Moneths Ceſs, anda half Month, viz, Two huudted fifty two thou- 
ſand pounds, as being one third part thereof, to be payed betwixt and the 
twenty fifth day of May inſtant, in this preſent year, one thouſand fix 
hundred and ninety three, and other to kundred fifty pounds two thouſand 
at the Term of Martinmaſi, one thouſand fix hundred and ninety threes 
& the third two hundred fhitty two thouſand Pounds to be payed at the 
Term of Whitſunday, one thoufand fix hundred and ninety four years, 
And the King and Queens Majeſties conſidering, that this Supply is. gran- 
ted for ſo neceſſar and important Ends and Purpoſes, Do with Advice and 
Conſent of the Eftates of Parliament: Declare, that no perſon or perſons, 
mall be exempted from payment of their Proportions of this Supply for 
their Lands, upon aBy pretext whatſoever, ( excepting mortified 
Lands allanerly Nee of any former Law, Priviledge, or Act 
of Parliament in the contrary, And Their Majeſties with Advice and Con- 
ſent foreſaid, do Nominat and Appoint the ſame perſons, who are Named 
in the foreſaid AR of Parliament, who are alive and nave qualified them- 
ſelves according to Law, or ſhall qualify themſelves betwixt and the firſt 
day of Auguſt next, and ſuch others as have been ſince Nominat by the 
Privy Council, to be Commiſſioners, for Ordering and Uplifting this 
Supply, with the ſame powerto them, to doevery thing that may con» 
cern the ſame, as is preſcribed and appointed by the (aid At; holding the 
lame as repeated herein, And Ordains the ſame Execution to paſs for Iubring- 
ing thereof, as is provided by that AR in all Points. And Ordains the firſt 
meeting of the ſaidsCommiſſioners for the Shires, to be at the tead- Burglis 
thereot,upon the ſixteenth day of May inſtant; at 10 a Clock, for the Shires 
on this fide of the River of Tay, and the twenty third of this inſtant for the 
Shires benorth Tay. And requires the Sheriff; and Stewarts, or their Deputs, 
to intimat the ſame to the Commiſſioners of the teſped ive Shires and Stew- 
artries, with power to them, to appoint their ſubſequent Dyets of meeting 
and their Conveener from time to time. And appoints the preſent Collec-

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tors to continue, for the firſt Terms payment of this Supply, the reneu- 
ing their former Caution, or fiading other ſufficient Caution, But preju- 
dice to the {aids Commiſhoners to continue them, or to appoint other per- 
ſons to be Collectors, for the other two Terms, as they ſhall find cauſe, 
and remits to their Maje(ties Privy Council, upon the Death, or not Ac- 
ceptance of any of the Commiſſoners of Supply, Named in the foxeſaid 
Act ot Parliament, to nominat and appoint others in their places. And their 
Majeſties with Advice and Conſent foreſaid, Do Declare that all Clauſes 
contained in the former Acts of Parliament and Convention of Eſtates, in 
Relation to the In-bringing of the Cels and Quartering, and anent Riding- 
money, ſhall ſtand in tull force as to this Supply now impoſed in the ſame 
manner, as if they were inſert herein, except in lo far as tieſe Ats of Par- 
liament or Convention are innovat or altered by the forelaid ſixth Act of 
the ſecond Seſſion of this Parliament. And it is hereby declared, that no

MajeRties, for the End foreſaid, an Additional Exciſe of three Pennies upon 
the Pint of Ale and Beer Brown, to be Vended and Sold: as alſo of two 
ſhilling upon each Pint of Aquavity or ſtrong Waters Browen and made of 
Malt, to be Vended and Sold within the Kingdom: And likeways an Ad- 
ditional Exciſe, of two ſhilling upon each Pint of Aquavity and Strong-Wa: 
ters Brownz not made of Malt, excepting what is made of Wine : Which 
Exciſe is to be payed in manner following, viz, For the firſt two Months 
of June and July,upon the firſt of Auguſt next 1693, And thereafter Quar- 
terly, during the ſpace of twenty threeMonths, Commencing from the firſt 
Day of June next, and ending the ficſt Day of May 1695. for making of the 
which Offer effectual, Their Majeſties with Advice and Conſent of the 
ſaid Eſtates of Parliament, Do hereby Im poſe and Ordain the forefaid Ad-

Exciſe, for good and ſeen Cauſes, the ſaid Brewer ſhall not be permitted 
to Brew for Change, for the ſpace of five years thereafter , but ſha)l be 
and is bereby Diſcharged and Rendered lucapable to do the fame, As like- 
wiſe, it is hereby Statute and Ordained, thatno Perſons whatſoever, who 
have not been in uſe to Brew, for the Service of themſelves, and their Fa- 
mily, in time by-paſt, ſhall preſume to Brew after the firft of June next, 
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for their on, and their Families uſe, and if they Coutraveen, tha: they ſhall 
be lyable in payment of Exciſe, for what they ſball* Brew, And Their 
Majefties with Conſent foreſaid, Do Ordain the firſt Dyet ot Meeting of the 
ſaids Commiſſioners, to be as fallows, viz. For theſe Shires on this ſide 
of the River of Tay upon the fixteenth day of Meyinſtant,and for the Shires 
be-north Teyz,upon the twenty third day of May. And grants Warrand to 
the Sheriffs, and Stwarts of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartrics, & their Clerks, 
to Conveen the ſajds Commiſſioners to that effe@,with power to them there: 
after, to appoint their own Conveener, and ſubſequent dyets o ceting, 
And it is hereby Declared, that if any Tackſman or Collector, or other per- 
ſon, ſhall exact any thing over and above his Exciſe,for the Diſcharges there: 
of, or for the Diſcharge of any other publick Dues whatſoever, it ſhall be 
repute 2s Oppreſſion, and puniſhed accordingly by the ſaids Commiſſioners, 
who are hereby impowered to proceed agaioft the Perſons guilty: And Their 
Majeſties, with Advice and Conſent ſoreſaid, do Authorize and Impower 
the Lords of Privy Council, to Preſcribe ſuch other Methods and Orders 
as they ſhall judge neceſſary, for making this Ad effectual,

UR SOVERAIGN LORD and LADY, the King 
and Queens Majeſties, and the Eſtates of Parliament, taking 
to Their Conſideration, that it will contribute much tg 
Their Majeſties Service, that all Fraud and Deceit in mak. 
ing of falſe Muſters, be obviated and prevented, and that 
the Pay deſtinat and appointed to the Soldiers be not kept 
up by their Officers and others, intruſted with the payment of the Soldiers, 
but that their Pay be effectually given them. Therefore the King and 
Queens Majeſties and Eſtates of Parliament , Statutes and Ordains, that if 
any Perſon, Officer, or other of Their Majeſties Forces, as well in Caſtles 
and Gatriſons as others, ſhall make, or give, or procure to be made or gi. 
vem or make uſe of any falſe or untrue Certificat; thereby to excuſe any 
Soldiers for their abſence from any Muſter or other Service, which they 
. ought ro attend or perform upon a pretence of ſickneſs or other cauſe, that 
then every perſon ſo making, giving, or procuring ſuch Certificats, ſhall 
be fined tor every ſuch offence, in the Sum of one thouſand Merks, the 
one halt to Their Majeſties uſe, and the other half to the Informer, and if 
he be an Officer that contraveens, he beſide the Fine of one thouſand Merks, 
ſhall be Caſhiered and Diſplaced, and ſhall be incapable of any Military 
Office or Imployment within this Kingdom, and every Officer that Hall 
make any falſe or untrue Muſter of Man or Horſe, and every Commiſlary, 
Muſter-maſter, and other Officer, that ſhall allow or ſign the Muſter. 
Roll, wherein ſuch falſe Muſters is contained, ſhall be Caſhiered, and loſs thei: 
Office, and ſhall be incapable of any Military Office or Imployment, with- 
in this Kingdom, and ſhall likewiſe be Fined in the Sum of one thouſand 
Merks, the one half to Their Mijeſties uſe, and the other half to the Infor- 
mer : And for the more effectual preventing of falſe Muſtets, Statutes and 
dains,that every Commiſlary or Muſter-maſter, upon any Muſter to be made, 
' ſhall be obliged to give notice a convenient time before, tothe Magiſtrars of 
the Burghs, or Sheriffs ofthe Shires, or their Deputs, or Baillies of Roy- 
alty or Regality, or their Deputs, or Stewarts of Stewartries, or their De- 
puts, within whoſe Juriſdiions the Muſter is to be made, and the Magiftrats 
ofBurghs,in caſe the Muſter be to be made within a Burgh,and the Sheriff or 
their Deputs, when the Muſter is to be made within a Sheriff dom, and the 
Baillie of Regality or his Deputs, when the Muſter is to be made within a 
Regality, and the Stewart of the Stewartries or their Deputs, when the 
Muſters are to be made within a Stewartry, to be preſent at every ſuch 
Muſter, and give their outmoſt Aſſiſtance, for the diſcovery of any falſe or 
untrue Muſter, and every Commillary or Muſter-maſter, that ſhall negle& 
to give notice as ſaid is, or ſhall refuſe to take the Aſſiſtance of the Magi- 
Arars of Burghs, when the Muſter is made within a Burgh, or of the os 
aillies 
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Ballies of Regalities and Royalties, and Stewarts, or their Deputs, when 
the Muſter is made within their reſpective Juriſdictions,the Commiſſary or 
Muſter-maſter ſo offending, ſhall loſe his Office, and be fined in the Sum of 
one thouſand Merks,the ane half to Their Majeſt ies uſe, and the other half 
to the Informer, and no Muſter. Roll ſhall be allowed, unleſs the ſ:me be 
ſigned by the Magiſtrat of the Burgh, or Sheriffof the Shire, or Ballies of 
Regalities and Royalties, or Ste warts or their. Deputs, within whoſe Juriſ- 
diction the Multer is made, and if any perſon ſhall be falſly muſtered, or 
offer himſelf falſly and deceitfully to be muſtered, upon Certificat thereof 
under the hand of the Muſter-maſter, or chief Magiſtrat of the place, who 
ſhall be preſent at the Muſteringy he ſhall be Impriſoned for the ſpace of a 
Month, and ſhall have his right Ear cut off; and ii any perſon ſhal wittingly 
and willingly, lend or furniſh a Horſe to be Muſtered, which ſhal not truly 
belong to the Trooper or Dragooner, or Troop Muſtered, the ſaid Horſe fo 
falſly muſtered, ſhall be forfaulted to the Informer, it the Horſe doth be- 
long to the perſon Lending or Furniſbing, and if the Horſe doth not be- 
long to the Lender or Furuiſher, he ſhal be Fined in the Sum of five hun- 
dred Meiks, to be payed to the Informer, and if he be an Officer that lend- 
eth or furniſheth a Horſe to be muſtered, which doth ne truly belong to 
the Trooper or Dragooner muſtered, every ſuck Officer fo offending, ſhall 
be fined in the Sumot five hundred Merks, to be payed to the Informer, 
which ſhall be payed out of the Arears of the ſaid Officers Pay, by order of 
the Court» martial to the Pay-maſter, if the ſaid Officer ſhall have any Ar- 
rears due to him, and if there ſhall be no Arrears due to the ſaid officer, the 
Court-martial ſball immediatly give Order, to ſeize the Goods of the ſaid 
Officer, and lell them for payment of the Fine, which is to be given tothe 
Informer, the Svperplus that is more than pays the ſaid Fine, being alwiſe 
reltored to the Owner 3 and if the Officer ſo offending,ſhall have no Goods; 
that then he ſhall be committed to Priſon, there to remain for the ſpace of 
fix Moneiths, and the Court-martial ſhall diſcharge the Informer, if he be a 
Soldier, from any further Service, if he demand the ſame; and if any Pay- 
maſter, or Clerk of any Regiment, Troop, or Company ſhall detain and 
withhold by the ſpace of a Month the Pay of any Officer or Soldier,( Cloaths 
and all other juſt Allowances being deduced ) after the Pay ſhall be receiv- 
ed ; or it any Officer having received their Soldiers Pay, ſhall refuſe to pay 
every common Soldier their reſpective Pay, when it ſhall become due, the 
Pay-maſter, Clerk, or Officer fo offending, ſhall loſe his Office or Imploy - 
ment, and ſhall be fined in two thouſand Merks, to be payed to the Infor- 
mer, and to be taiſed in manner foreſaid, and ſhall be incapable of any Ot- 
ſice or {mploy ment, Civil or Military within this Kingdom, and the Inſor- 
mer, if a Soldier ſhall be diſcharged of any other Service, if he demand the 
lame. And it is further Statute and Ordained, that the Commanding offi- 
cer ol every Troop or Company at the time of the Muſter, ſnal bring in aCer- 
tificat ſigned of the Number of ſuch perſons as are ſick, or have leave to ab- 
ſent upon Foreloffs, and of ſuch as are dead and deſerted fince the laſt Mu- 
ſter, wirh the days of their Deaths or Deſertion ; and if ſuch Certificats ſhall ' 
piove falſe, the Officer Ggning ſuch a Certificat ſha)l be lyable to the ſame 
Fain, as in the caſe of falſe Muſters : As alſo it is Provided, that if any 
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| Officer, Commiſſaty, or Muſter-maſter, ſhall Muſter any perſon that is a Ser- 
vant, or receives Wages from any Officer,or that ſhall attend any Officer as a 
Servant, in the abſence ofthe ſaid Officer from his Quarters, or ſhal Muſter 
any perſan by a wrong Name, the ſaid Offcer, Commiſſary, or Mufter. 
maſter (hal be puniſhed as in the caſe of falſe Muſters. And it is further Sta- 
tute and Ordained, that no Pay- maſter of the Army, Commiſſary, or Mu- 
ſter maſter, or their Deputs and Servants, {hall receive any Fees, or make 
any Deductions whatloever out ot the Pay of any officer or Soldier, other 
than the uſual Deductions for Cloathing, under the Pain of being puniſh: q 
as in the caſe of falſe Muſters3 and it is declared, that the Pay · maſter of 
the Army, Commiſſary, or Muſter-makter, ſhall be lyable in the ſame Pain 
and Puniſhment in caſe of Contravention, by their Deputs and Servants, as 
if they had done ĩt themſelves; and as the Officers and Soldiers ſhould be 
effectually payed, and not defrauded of their due Pay, ſoit is juſt and rea- 
ſonable that they pay the Countrey , and not be allewed to exact Free 
Quarters wherethey come. Therefore, and for freeing the Countrey of 
other Abuſes and Diſorders, in uſe to be committed by the Soldiers. The 
King and Queens Majeſties, and the ſtates of Parliament, Ratifies, Ap. 
proves and Confifms an Act of Privy Council, of the date the Fourreenth 
day of Febrzary laſt, one thouſand fix hundred ninety three» arent the Or. 
dering of the paymeut of Proviſions for the Forces, and Redreſſing Abuſe; 
committed by them, in the whole Heads, Tenors and Contents thereofzand Or- 
dains the ſame to take full effect and to be put to further execution, of the 
which Act the Tenor follows, William and Mary by the Grace of G0 D, 
King and Queen of Great: Britain, France and Ireland, Defenders of the 
Faith, To | a Macers of our Priyy 
Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, conjun&ly and ſe- 
verally, ſpecially Conftitute, Greeting, Foraſmuch as, by divers Laws 
and As of Parliament, made by Our Royal Piedeceſſors, all free Quarte. 

ring of. Soldiers in tranſient or local Quarters, and all Localities for fur ni- 
ſuing or carrying Corn, Straw, Hay, or Graſs to Soldiers Horſes, is ex- 
A Pröhibited and Diſcharged, and by an Eftabliſhment under Our 
Royal. Hand, there being Meaſures laid down, and Fonds appropriat for 
the exact and punctual payment of the ſtanding Forces and Gariſons with- 
in this Our Antient Kingdom, and a Commiſſary appointed for making due 
and regular Proviſions of Corn, Straw and Graſsz for the Horſes and Dra- 
goons preſently under Our Pay» and in Our Service within this Our antient 
Kingdom, by ready Money, or otherwiſe as he can beſt Bargain with any 
of Our Liedges for their Corn, Straw and Graſs : Whereby the Abuſe 
heretofore done and committed upon any of Our Leidges, by the Illegal 
exacting Locality or free Quatters, may be Remeeded and Prevented,and 
all Mens-meat, and Horſe-meat furniſhed to any Officers or Soldiers in 
Our. Service within this Our antient Klngdom, duely payed, And VVe 
confidering how neceſſary it is that all Our good Subjects ſhould know by 
whom, and in what manner they are to be payed for all Proviſions of Corn, 
Straw and Graſs for Horſes, and Meat and Drink to be furniſhed to Our 
Officers and Soldiers, by them or any of them ; and that all Officers and 
Soldiers within this Our ſaid Antient Kingdom, may govern and regulat

And that the ſame may be more orderly and effecually 
done, We Require and Command all Our Officers, who command the ſaid 
Troops, to give timely Notice tothe ſaid Commiſſary of their Removal to, 
and from local Quarters,and of the Rout appointed for their March in tran- 
ſient Quarters,that Proviſions may be ready accordingly. Andin caſe any 
Partics be called to March upon ſudden Commands, which may not be fit 
io impart to the Commiſſary Then We with Advice foreſaid, ſtrictly 
Charge and Require the Commanders of the ſeveral Parties, to buy with 
ready Money the Oats, Straw and Graſs, neceſſary tor their Horſes, as any 
other of Our Leidges is in uſe to do, and what he ſhal disburſe or expend 
thereon, We hereby Require and Command, Our ſaid Commiſſary to re- 
found and repay the ſame. And We with Advice of Our Privy Council, 
do here by Require and Command Our Commiſſary-general, by himſelf, ar 
fit Perſons imployed and intruſted by him, to attend at the Magazines which 


| ſhal be provided for Our Troops at their reſpective Quarters, two hours each 


Day, viz. betwixt ten and twelve iu the Forenoon, at the leaſt to attend 
the two hours abovec named, upon one or moe days of each Week, ſuch as 
ſhal be particularly agreed upon betwixt the Commiſſary and the officers, 
to the effect, the Proviſions may be given out by the Commiſſary, and re-

with Advice foreſaid, peremptorly Require and Command the Officer com- 


manding in chief, in any place of Local or Tranſient Quarters,to ſee the 
whole Meat and Drink furniſhed to the Soldiers and Officers under his Com- 
mand, by the Land-lords of their Quarters, exactly and compleatly payed at 
the ordinary Rates of the Countrey: And in caſe there be any ExaRi- 
on or Diſcharge of Free-quarters extorted, or abatement exaRted below the 
ordinary Rates or any other Abuſe Committed; We with Advice foreſaid, 
Require and Command the Commanding-Officer there for. the time, to 
make payment by ready Money for the whole Soldiers and Officers on the 
place in their Local Quarters, once every Week at fartheſt, and tranſient 
Quarters before Removal, if they ſtay a ſhorter time than a Week, under 
the pain of Caſheiring and Breaking the ſaid Commanding-0fficer, upon 
complaint of his Tranſgreſſing the Premiſſes, to be made by the Party inju- 
red toOur Privy Council, or to the Sheriff, or his Depute, Baillie of Regali- 
ty, or his Depute, Stewart of the Stewartry, or his Depute, or any two

deduced by the ſaids Lords of Our Theſaury, out of the Officers Pay, a. 

And incaſe any in- 
terior Officer in Tranſient or Local Quarters, ſhal tranſgreſs any of the Pre- 
miſſes; We hereby Requireand Command the Commanding - officer, upon 
Complaint made to him, and proven, inſtant]y to pay the Complainer what 
ſhal be due to him, and if the perſon complained on, be an un commiſſionat 
Officer, the ſaid Commander is inſtantly to Break and Caſheir him, and 
if he be a Commiſhonat Officer, who ſhal ſo tranſgreſs ; We with Advice 
foreſaid, Require the ſaid Commanding Officer, to Suſpend him in the 
mean time,and immediately to repreſent the ſame to Our Privy Council, that 
they may give Orders for Breakiag and Caſheiring the Officer tranigreſſing, 
providing the Complaints for not payment of Local Quarters, or commit» 
ting any of the Abuſes forcſaid therein, be made to the ſaid Commanding 
Officer, within eight days after a Weeks Quarters are reſting, or any other 
Abuſes committed, and in tranſient Quarters, before the Parties Removal, 
with Certification, if payment be not craved, or Complaint made within 
the time foreſaid, the Commanding Officer ſhal be free, but prejudice to 
the Land · lords and others, to ſeek their Payment and Reparation from the

on of the Premiſſes: And like wiſe, that all Our Forcesas well as Our Leidges, 
may have notice hereof, We do Require and Command theſe Preſents to 
be publicklie read, at the Head of every Troop and Company of Our ſtand- 
ing Forces, that none may pretend ignorance, Given under Our Signet at 
Edinburgh, the fourteenth day of February, and of Our Reign the fourth 
year, one thouſand (ix hundred and ninety three.

Do therefore, with Advice 
and Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, Ratity, Ap- 
prove, and Confirm all Acts of Parliament made for 
the right making and improving of Linen-Cloth, excepting in ſo far as 
the ſame are altered and irinovat in manner after mentioned. And for 
the bettet encouragement of the right making of Linen Cloth hereafter, 
andthe benefit that may thereby ariſe co the Leidges:Their Ma jeſties, with 
Advice and Conſent foreſaid, ſtrictly prohibit and diſcharge all Merchants, 
or other perſons, Natives or Strangers,to Export from this Kingdom, any 
Lint of the native growth thereof, or any Linen-yarn whatſoever,under 
the pain ofConfiſcation,not only of the Lint and Yarn,bur likewiſe of all 
other Goods which ſhall be bound up in the ſame Pack or Cask, with any 
ſuch Lint or Yarn in order to be exported”; the one half thereof for the 
uſe ofthe Informer and Attacher, and the other half tothe Poor of the 
Paroeh : certifying all Collectors, Surveyers and Waiters, who ſhall be 
any ways acceſſory to the ** any ſuch Lint or Linen. yarn, they 
ſhall be deprived of their Offices, and declared incapable thereof, in all 
time thereafter; And ficklike, Their Majeſties prohibit and diſcharge, the 
ſelling any Linen-yarn not put up into Helps, each Heſp containing 
twelve Cuts, and each Cut containing ſix ſcore Threeds : and that no Reel 
be made uſe of, under the meaſure and length often Quarters, under the 
pain of Confiſcation as aforeſaid.

ner loreſaid, be made up in Pieces, and half Pieces, as follows, to wit, 
all three · quarter Broad. Cloath in pieces, containing eighteen Ells at leaſty 
and balf piece, containing nine Ells at leaſt; and all Ell-broad Cloth in 
pieces, containing twenty four Ells atleaſt , and half Pieces, containing 
twelve Ells at leaſt : and that all ſuch Linen-Cloth be equally and evenly 
wrought,accordivg to the due thickneſs & cloſneſs of ſufficient mercatable 
Cloth: and that all Weavers leave at the end of each Piece, &c half Piece, 
three finger breadth of the Warp-· yarn unwaſted, to remain forThrumbs ta 
each Pieer, ot half Piece: & that when they cut any Web out oſ the Loom, 
they knit every fifty double Threeds together, for the more exact numbring 
of the warp Threeds of every Web, And ſicklike, Their Majeſties with 
Advice and Conſent foreſaid, Statute and Ordain, that the Owner of all 
ſuch Linen-Cloth made for export,as aforeſaid,before it be expoſed to the 
firſt lale, ſnal be obliged to bring the ſame to x Royal Burgh where Linen

Yet left at any time thereafter it might come to be Quarelled as paſt 
when he was ſole Commiſſioner himſelf, and had the only Power from His 
Majeſty to Ratiſie and Approve the Acts paſt in that Seſſion of Parliament, 
and Adbibiting the Royal Authority thereto; and that it is notour to the 
Parliament, that the Grounds and Reaſons whereupon the (aids Two Ads

therein, he did by Commiſſion from the Duke of Monmoutb, wha had at

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that time an ample Commiſſion from His Majeſty, under the Great Sea), 
and that a Copy of the {aid Commiſſion, with the ſaid Declaration, were 
Produced, and only Re jected upon theſe Grounds, Via. That the ſaid Earl 
of Melvil was not Compearing, and therefore no Petition could be recei- 
ved in his behalf, and that the ſoreſaid Declaration was Impetrat ex poſt faJo, 
and not upon Oath, which Grounds were altogether Irrelevant, ſeing that 
albeft the Earls not Compearing might have hindred the receiving of an 
Petition in his behalf; yet che Petition being received, with its foreſaids 
Verificaticns aQually Produced, and the Conſcience of the Parliament the 
great Aſſize of the Kingdom, thereby convincingly Inſtructed, they could 
not in Law or Reaſon Neglect the ſame. And az to the ſecond Aleadgeance, 
viz. That the Declaration was given ex poſt faFo, and not upon Oath, 
yet ſeing it could not be denyed to be the Declaration of the Duke of Mon. 
mouth, Veſted at that time with His Majeſties Commiſſion as ſaid is, it was 
a ſufficient Evidence in the ſaid Matter, eſpecially ſince it was not only 
Notour to all, but alſo Teſtified by the Witneſſes, that any Meſſage ſent 
at that time to the Rebels, was only to Require them to lay down Arms, 
and come to the King's Will; and further, it was Declared by one of 
the Witneſſes,that that Meſſage was at the ſame time ſent by Order of the 
Duke of Monmouth, but this part of the Depoſition was refuſed to be 
Marked, as hath been now ſufficiently Inſtructed; Likeas, it is alſo now 
made Apparent, that the King ( before the Duke of Monmonth's coming 
from London ) gave Warrant for the ſaid Meſſage, both to the Duke * 
to the Earl of Melvil. And as to the other Point, viz. The ſaid 
Earl of Melvil his Acceſſion to the Conſpiracy againſt the late King 
James, and the Perſon and Government of King Charles, or his con- 
cealing 2nd not revealing the ſame, all pretended to be proven was, 
preſent at a Meeting in London, where it was diſcourſed, and only in am- 
biguous and dark terms of the Means for ſecuring the Proteſtant Religion, 
and the Laws and Liberties of rhe Kingdom, in cafe of the Succeſſion of 
King Fames, then only Dake of Tora, and a Subject: As alſo, that even this 
point was not lawfully proven,there being no clear concurring Witneſs in 
the caſe, but two of three Witneſſes ſtanding accuſed for the ſame Crime, 
and under Terror thereof unpardoned; and by the Probation ſupplyed by 
producing the Teſtimonies of Witneſſes abſent, and one of theſe Teſtimo- 
nies evidently produced and made uſe of againſt the publick Faith given in 
the contrary 3 As likewiſe, that the ſaid Earl being for the time out of the 
Countrey, and alſo denounced upon the ſoreſaid Act of Adjournal : 
There was no Relaxation raiſed until a few days before the Compearnce ; 
and he had never the Offer of an Indemnity,nor was for the time in open 
Rebellion, ſo that he bad not u acteſſws : Ml which were ſufficiently ve- 
rified in preſence of the Eſtates of Parliament, by production and reading 
of the foreſaid AR of Ad journal, and Decreet of Forfaulture, Depoſitions 
of the Witneſſes, whereupon the ſame was founded, and haill Procedure 
therein, together with the Depoſitions of the Witneſſes now adduced in 
Parliament, and other Inſtructions produced, read and adviſed: Likeas, 
for the more clear and ſure aſſerting Their Majeſties ſpecial Authority in- 
terponed in this matter, there was produced and read in Parliament, a Let- 
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ter from the Kings Majeſty, of the Tenor followings S»praſcribitur 
WILLIAM R. * My Lords and Gentlemen, Weare informed, that George

© and Sentence of Forfaulture pronounced againſt him, in the Parliament one 
i thouſand ſix hundred eighty five,for alledged correſponding with the Re. 
© bels at Bothwel-bridge, and being Airt and Part of the Plot and Conſpiracy 
© at London in the year one thouſand ſix hundred eighty three; which Action 
c being to be moved at his own inſtance, againſt Our Officers of State, 
© tobe therein called to prevent any Exceptionthat now or hereafter ma 
© ariſe, anent the Formality of the Proceeding; The ſaid Earl being Our 
© Commiſſioner for the time: We have thought fir by theſe preſents, not 
© only to diſpenſe with the ſummonding of all Our Officers of State, and to 
Declare, that any Citation or Intimation to be made to any of them, may 
be done in ſuch manner, and in as ſhort time as ye (hal judge meet.
